ſpecially during the months of April, May, and Fuze. 

IV. Fourthly, Upon che Cuſpe of the fourth Houſe is 
Avits, the Aſcendant of England, and Yenus, Lady of the 
reach, very firong therein ; Ic fignifies grear hopes to their 
Majeſtjcs of Great Britasn, that they (ſhall increaſe or aug- 
ment their Dominions, and alſo conquer many ſtrong Holds, 
Caſtles, and Cities, in the adverfarys Country ; the French 
King will be put ro his Trumps, for Mercury, the fignificaror 
of France, is 1n an ill Condition at the ingreſs, and in the 
third Houſe weak ;, the ſeveral Configurations do very much 
threaten France with a moſt ſtrange and unuſual loſs at Sea, 
if they ſhall dare to fight his Najeſtics Forces. Mars in 
Cancer fGignificy 2 great Slaughter of Mankind, and fe may 
be feared both at Sees and Land, where there is fit matrer 
to work upon; and it ſeems formidable unto the French 
King, both at Sea and Land, eſpecially ar Sea; and If he 
ſubmir not io a Peace, he ſhall perceive it will be in vain to 
ſrive againſt the King of Exglend, whoſe forces ( tho not 
withour much Blood) ſhall obtain a notable Vifouy. 

V. Upon the Cu'p of the fifch Houſe is Tewus, the AC 
cendanr of Ireland, and QF their fignificaror firong ; it por-
